Church Damaged

A child playing with 
matches in the sanctuary 
of an Oakland church was 
reportedly the cause of a 
fire Sunday afternoon that 
caused an estimated $30,000 
in damages 

Firefighters from the Oak- 
land and Deer Park volun- 
teer departments were sum- 
moned to St. Paul’s United 
Methodist Church at 318 
East Oak Street at 4:58 p.m. 
after two Girl Scout leaders 
who were at the church dis- 
covered the fire. 

According to a report re- 
leased by Deputy State Fire 
Marshal Jamie Rodeheaver, 
a 1U-year-old temale was 
playing with matches and 
ignited the cushion on one 
of the church pews. Scout 
leaders Adele Naylor and 
Elizabeth Huxford, who 
were in the basement of the 
church, smelled smoke and 
went to investigate. Upon 
discovering the fire, they 
called 911 and then doused 
the fire with two fire extin- 
guishers. 

“Had they not extin 
guished the fire when they 
did, even if it had been two 
or three minutes later, we 
probably would have lost 
the entire church,” said a

Man Sentenced 
To 12 Years In 
DOC For Theft 


A former local resident 
was sentenced in Garrett 
County Circuit Court on 
Monday to 12 years in the 
Division of Corrections for 
a theft conviction, Mitchell 
Cyril Gibellino, 51, was con- 
victed in May by a jury. 

Evidence indicated that 
in 2004 Gibellino had con- 
vinced a neighbor to give 
him $70,000, claiming the 
monies would be used to as- 
sist in building an investment 
property at Deep Creek Lake 
and that her monies would 
be secured by a lien against 
the property. 

“Tt was. later, determined 
that no such property, nor 
project, existed, and Gibelli- 
no failed to return her funds,” 
said the state’s attorney. 

In addition to the prison 
sentence, Judge Jim Sherbin 
entered a restitution judg- 
ment against Gibellino for 
$70,000 and imposed a 
$5,000 fine.

Mullich said staff mem- 
bers from those departments 
recently reviewed the floor 
plan for their new building 
with the project architects, 
Proffitt & Associates. 

Jerry Bell, General 
Service’s project manager, 
showed the plan to the com- 
missioners. The design in- 
cludes additional space for 
future expansion, as well 
as possible room for an-al- 
ternate Emergency Opera- 
tions Center, Mullich noted. 
The EOC could be funded 
through a federal grant 

Bell said the design for 
the administration building 
will be finished in November 
or December, and the proj- 
ect could be put up for bids 
in late December or January. 
Construction could then be- 
gin in the spring, he noted. 

The commissioners re- 
viewed the architects’ invoic- 
es for the work they have 
completed so far. The total 
contract for the design phase 
amounts to $186,364. 

County officials must 
now decide whether to pro- 
ceed with the construction 
phase of the project, given 
the current economic situ- 
ation. Commissioner Ernie 
Gregg said they needed to 
balance the cost of construc- 
tion with the cost savings 
that would be accrued by 
having all the offices in that 
one building 

The commissioners and 
department heads will meet 
next month to review the 
county’s budget and look at 
various ways to save money

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Study Shows That Md. Business 
Taxes Among Nation’s Highest

Numerous tax increases 
during the past year have 
turned Maryland into the 
nation's sixth-worst business 
tax climate, according to a 
recent study 

The Washington-based 
Tax Foundation, a non- 
profit research group, 
ranked Maryland 45th 
among the 50 states, down a 
staggering 21 spots from last 
year. In addition to criticiz- 
ing state tax increases, they 
labeled Maryland as having 
“by far the worst individual 
income tax in America." 

The state rated 24th in 
the last year's study, but 
dropped largely due to De- 
mocratic Gov Martin 
O'Malley and the General 
Assembly's approval of 
more than $1.3 billion in tax 
increases last November 

Among the increases, the 
report pointed to the corpo- 
rate income tax, up from 7 
to 8.25 percent; sales tax, up 
from 5 to 6 percent; and 
cigarette excise taxes, up 
from $1 to $2 per pack, as 
being especially significant 
All took effect in January 

"Taxes diminish profits," 
said the report, released 
Oct. 6. "Thus a siate with 
lower tax costs will be more 
attractive to business invest- 
ment, and more likely to ex- 
perience economic growth." 

State officials did not 
comment directly on the 
report, but defended Mary- 
land's taxing methods 

‘There are several differ- 
ent studies, and you never 
know the agenda behind the 
groups that do them,” said 
Joe Shapiro, spokesman for 
Comptroller Peter Fran- 
chot. "But we believe that 
the business climate in 
Maryland is among the 
best in the nation." 

The Tax Foundation 
rated states primarily on 
their individual income tax, 
corporate tax, sales tax, un- 
employment insurance tax, 
and property tax, with heav- 
ier emphasis placed on the 
first three areas 

Maryland rated favorably 
in sales and corporate tax 
ranking 10th and 14th, re- 
spectively. But the state was 
31st in the unemployment

Neil Bergsman, director 
of the independent and non 
profit Maryland Budget and 
Tax Policy Institute, criti 
cized the report, saying that 
despite its tone, taxes are 
not necessarily bad for busi- 
ness 

"Clearly, [the Tax Foun- 
dation's] agenda is to reduce 
the tax burden on people 
with the highest income,” 
said Bergsman, whose or- 
ganization focuses on the 
effects of tax policy on low- 
and middle-income fami- 
lies. "Taxes pay for educa- 
tion they pay for roads 
And these things are good 
for business."

“All three of those states 
get pretty poor ratings from 
the Tax Foundation," 
Bergsman said, “which kind 
of suggests that their policy 
preferences are not well- 
connected 
well-being."

And we should 
take encouragement from the fact that even genuine 
saints struggle with this. Think of Saint Paul's struggle with 
the flesh, which he mentions over and over again, or Saint 
Augustine's wayward youth. And more recently, we have 
heard about Mother Teresa and her inner strugglewith her 
faith. Fortunately, God's mercy is greater than our sins, 
and God never gives up on us. So, we should not give up 
on ourselves, and know that we are ail called to be saints.

Shih-tzu Is Biting 
Herself Crazy 


DEAR PAW'S CORNER: What 
would make my shih-tzu bite her 
tail? I noticed that “Mitzy” was 
constantly trying to nibble her own 
tail. When I looked closer, I found a 
hard lump and a small cut that was 
draining. She bites at it worse at 
night. Mitzy has no fleas, but she 
does have dry skin. What's going 
on? — Alice H., via e-mail 


DEAR ALICE: Without knowing 
exactly where the lump is located, | 
can't say for certain. It goes without 
saying that any change in a dog's 
behavior, or anything odd that you 
notice on your pet (such as a new lump 
or a draining cut) should prompt you 
to visit the veterinarian as soon as pos- 
sible for a thorough checkup. 


Some dogs, regardless of breed, suf- 
fer from chronic dry skin. But dry skin 
can be a herald of a’ deeper health 
problem, such as a thyroid condition, 
which can only be determined through 
a blood test. So, the best thing to do, 
again. is mention it to Mitzy's vet 
when you bring her in to have the 
lump checked. 

The vet may do a biopsy to deter- 
mine whether the lump is benign. He 
or she also will ask you a number of 
questions about Mitzy's daily behav- 
ior: how much and how often she eats, 
if she is drinking and urinating more 
than usual, if the dry skin has been a 
problem for a long time or if it's 
recent, any known food allergies or 
health problems, and so on. 

If there are no underlying problems, 
the vet may recommend that you try a 
change in Mitzy’s diet (he or she will 
give you some options) to treat her dry 
skin. You can also add an Omega 3 
supplement to her food — the vet may 
have this available, or you can pur- 
chase the supplement at a pet store.

A neighbor saw the smoke 
and called 911. All of the oc- 
cupants who were home at 
the time escaped uninjured. 

The structure is owned by 
Tambra Fulk 

Approximately 30 fire- 
fighters responded and 
brought the blaze under con- 
trol in about 15 minutes, ac- 
cording to a report released 
by fire investigator Jamie 
Rodeheaver of the Maryland 
State Fire Marshal's office. 

Rodeheaver determined 
that the fire started in the 
bedroom of one of the first- 
floor apartments as a result 
of a portable electric heater 
that ignited nearby combus- 
tible materials 


That apartment was oc- 
cupied by Adrienne Moats, 
her 10-month-old daughter, 
and Dennis Garlitz 

Rodeheaver estimated 
$75,000 in losses to the 
structure, and an additional 
$25,000 to contents 

Moats and Garlitz lost 
all of their possessions, and 
are particularly in need of 
clothing for the baby and for 
Garlitz. Persons who have

well as 34-34 pants and large 
or extra large shirts to do-

No matter what day 
it is, the key is not drinking 
to excess, and to not drive 
after having a drink,” said 
Glotfelty 

Pastor Phillip Matthews 
of the Oak Grove Church 
of the Brethren in McHenry 
was unaware of the ballot 
measure until Doyle con- 
tacted him a month ago 
Matthews’ objection to Sun- 
day sales is faith-based 

“Out of respect for the 
Lord, the county should 
strive to keep the one dry 
day as a dry day,” said Mat- 
thews 

Along with the Oak 
Grove Church of the Breth- 
ren, which funded its own 
newspaper ad, other area 
churches have joined the 
cause against Sunday sales. 
Across the street from Uno’s 
is the Deep Creek Baptist 
Church, which has a sign 
in the yard making its posi- 
tion known.

Some opponents of the 
measure claim that the business owners (sometimes 
referred to as “fat cats”) are the only ones who lose 
money in this case, but of course that is not true 
Wait staff make less in tips, and other employees are 
often sent home early. Lower income also stunts the 
growth of a business, including the potential for cre- 
ating additional jobs. There is also a reduction in 
income that day for many of the other businesses 
that ) tourists and residents, such as service 
stations 
In terms of safety, the approval of this proposal 
will likely have little or no negative effect, as the vast 
majority of Sunday diners at local eating establish- 
ments have no intention of drinking to excess. They 
simply want to enjoy an alcoholic beverage with 
their meal. Unfortunately, individuals who have a 
drinking problem will continue to drink on Sundays, 
regardless of whether or not alcohol is available for 
purchase that day since it is available the other six 
days of the week. This proposal will not allow “bulk 
sales” of alcohol, since grocery and package stores 
will still be prohibited from selling it on Sundays 
The word “excess” is key here. Some opponents 
take the stand that consumption of any alcohol is a 
bad thing, yet there are a number of health benefits 
to consuming a glass of wine. Aspirin is one of the 
greatest drugs ever discovered, when taken in proper 
dosage. But consumption of a whole bottle of aspirin 
is fatal, 100% of the time

Children Among Most Innocent 


Victims Of Domestic Violence 
by Debbie Holler 
Dove Center Staff 

When people talk about domestic violence, they have 
many different opinions. Some say, “If she is really being 
abused, why does she stay with him?” Others say, “She 
must like it or she would leave.” Other people recognize 
that battered women feel trapped in a horrific situation 
They stay in abusive relationships for many complex rea 
sons, including intense fear and financial dependency 

When people talk about domestic violence, they often 
forget the most helpless victims: the children. Children 
living in a violent home have little control over their lives 
They cannot change their situation, yet they suffer the 
consequences of it. These children experience many nega 
tive effects as a result. Many are victims of abuse, includ- 
ing physical, emotional, and sexual abuse. Even those 
children who are not direct victims of abuse are harmed 
by living with violence in their homes 

The lives of these children are often chaotic. They do 
not know what mood Dad will be in each night. They 
cannot predict which night Mom will be beaten by Dad 
They may have to flee their homes in the middle of the 
night for their safety. Even on “good nights” when no one 
gets hurt, the tension is still very much present and felt by 
the children. All the while, these children are growing and 
developing, both their bodies and minds. Experiencing 
domestic violence in the home hampers the emotional, 
social, and intellectual development of a child. The lack 
of safety and security keeps these children from fully fo- 
using on learning what they need to become 
happy, healthy adults. Instead, they focus on day-to-day 
survival for themselves and their families 

A child from a violent home has a greater chance of 
being in ive relationship as an adult than a child 
lent home. As Dorothy Law-Nolte said 
what they live.” Boys often grow up to be 
ind girls « yw up to be victims. They con 
tinue the generational cycle of domestic violence 
Idren from violent homes is one way to 
help break this cycle. In counseling, children learn how to 
express feelings in a healthy way. They learn that abuse is 
not acceptable behavior and that everyone deserves to feel 
safe in their own homes.

PROPOSED MARYLAND CONSTITUTIONAI 
AMENDMENTS 

Voters will be asked to mark their ballots "For" or 

Against" two amendments to the Maryland Constitution 
Question 1— Constitutional Amendment 
Early Voting; Polling Places; Absentee Ballots 

Authorizes the General Assembly to enact legislation 
to allow qualified voters to vote at polling places inside or 
outside of their election districts or wards and to vote up 
to two weeks before an election. This amendment also 
authorizes the General Assembly to enact legislation to 
allow absentee voting by qualified voters who choose to 
vote by absentee ballot, in addition to voters who are ab- 
sent at the time of the election or who are unable to vote 
personally 

(Amends Article I, §§ 1 and 3 of the Maryland Consti 
tution) 

Origin of this Ballot Question: Legislation that would 
illow early voting and absentee 
passed by the General Assembly in 2006, but a court deci 
sion found the legislation to be in conflict with the Mary 
land Constitution. Therefore, in the 2007 session, the 
General Assembly passed SB 1, Elective Franchise, Early 
Voting and Polling Places, which amends the Maryland 
Constitution to allow the General Assembly to pass legis- 
lation that will establish early voting sites and allow voters 
to vote by absentee ballot without having to give a reason 
All Constitutional Amendments musi be passed by a ma- 
jority of voters statewide 

Present Practice: Article I, Section 1, of the Maryland 
Constitution states that a voter "shall be entitled to vote in 
the ward or election district in which he resides." As cur- 
rently interpreted, this means that a voter cannot vote at 
an early voting location outside the voter's election district 
and that a provisional ballot cast by a voter outside his or 
her election district cannot be counted. Article XV, Sec- 
tion 7, of the Maryland Constitution designates the 
"Tuesday after the first Monday of November" as the date 
of the general election. This has been interpreted by the 
Court of Appeals to mean that early voting is not permis 
sible 

Absentee ballots are only for use by voters who are 
absent at the time of an election or who are unable to vote 
in person at the assigned voting precinct. The absentee 
ballot application requires a voter to affirm this fact 

Proposed Change: If the amendment passes, the Gen- 
eral Assembly may enact laws to establish early voting 
sites. Early voting would allow registered voters to vote, 
in person, up to two weeks before a statewide primary or 
general election at polling places outside of their normal 
district or precinct. Early voting sites can accommodate 
voters from multiple precincts or even from the entire 
state. However, passing this amendment only allows the 
General Assembly to establish an early voting process 
The details of how many early voting sites will be estab- 
lished and how the locatiovggl =m will be determined 
will come in future legislation 

Passage of this amendment will also allow the General 
Assembly to pass legislation that enables any qualified 
voter to vote by absentee ballot if he/she chooses to do so 
The enabling legislation could remove the requirement to 
sign a statement telling why the voter wants to vote by 
absentee ballot 

Question 2— Constitutional Amendment 
Authorizing Video Lottery Terminals (Slot Machines) 
to Fund Education 

Authorizes the State to issue up to five video lottery 
licenses for the purpose of raising revenue for education of 
children in public schools, prekindergarten through grade 
12, public school construction and improvements, and 
construction of capital projects at community colleges and 
higher education institutions. No more than a total num- 
ber of 15,000 video lottery terminals may be authorized in 
the State, and only one license may be issued for each 
specified location in Anne Arundel, Cecil, Worcester, and 
Allegany counties, and Baltimore City. Any additional 
forms or expansion of commercial gaming in Maryland is 
prohibited, unless approved by a voter referendum 

(Enacts new Article XIX of the Maryland Constitu

In late September, Pan- 
ther experienced her first 
bout with shin splints on 
her right leg. “It swelled and 
HURT!!” Panther said. “I 
thought ‘I’ve come too far 
not to complete this chal 
lenge.’ With the professional 
advice of two great friends, 
I was pain free after three 
weeks of babying the in- 
jury.” 

Panther and her husband 
Ed arrived at the starting 
line on Sunday, Oct. 26, at 
7. a.m. to an overwhelm- 
ing site. There were 18, 273 
runners present, ready to 
compete 

“[I thought] ‘WOW! SO 
MANY RUNNERS IN 
ONE PLACE!’” Panther 
said. “What an awesome 
site. I definitely had an 
adrenaline high!” 

According to Panther, 
the first 17 miles were great, 
with many people cheering 
everyone along the route. 
“That truly helped. At times 
there were spots where there 
weren't a lot of people. At 
those spots my pace would 
decline. I hit the ‘wall’ at 
mile 20.” 

With another 6.2 miles to 
go, the route exited D.C. and 
crossed back into Virginia 

Crystal City, and the men- 
tal and physical challenge 
began for Panther 

“There were very few 
people [cheering] along this 
stretch, plus many people 
were showing signs of stress 

muscle strains, sickness, 
etc. I told myself that | 
was stronger than that and 
I wasn’t going to stop,” Pan 
ther explained. “To my right, 
I could see the Pentagon 
Memorial, which was close 
to the finish line, that 
kept me motivated.”

Old Tricks for New Dog 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: I have a 
new dog! What are some basic 
tricks I can teach her? — Tammy J., 
Huntsville, Ala. 


DEAR TAMMY: Congratulations 
on bringing home a new member of 
the family! There are many tricks you 
can teach a dog to perform, but I'll 
cover just three. These should be 
taught following basic obedience 
training (which includes sit/stay and 
down commands). Each session 
should last about 30 seconds; let her 
play for a while afterward 

¢ Shake Hands: Popular and easy to 
learn, this is a nice skill for puppies to 
have, especially when visitors arrive 
Begin teaching Shake Hands after she 
has developed a good response to the 
Si/Stay commands. Once she is sil- 
ling. pick up one of her paws gently. 
release it and give her a treat. Do this 
for a couple of days, and then add a 
verbal command, like “Shake hands” 
or “Say hello.” Give her a reward after 
you say the command. 

* Play Dead: Another easy trick, once 
she follows the “Down” command. 
you can progress to “Roll Over.” Give 
her the “Down” command, and note 
which side she leans toward. Gently 
push her over onto that side, and give 
her verbal praise and a belly rub. Fol- 
low up with a reward 

* Roll Over: Once she masters “Play 
Dead,” start from that position. First, 
desensitize your puppy by rubbing her 
belly and touching her legs and feet 
while she’s in the Play Dead position. 
Once she’s used to this, give the com- 
mand “Roll over,” take hold of the 
back and front legs closest to the floor. 
and very gently pull her over to the 
opposite side. (If she gets frightened or 
is in pain, stop immediately.) Reward 
her with a treat or toy. (Or, tempt her 
around with a treat: Show her the treat, 
then slowly move it up around the 
back of her head to the other side. She 
may follow it around, rolling over 
automatically.) 

No matter what trick you teach your 
dog, she'll love the attention. so make 
this training a regular part of your day!

If a lot of banks do that all at once, it causes a credit 
crunch. Every business needs working capital; the very 
simplest example is the coins in the cash register drawer, 
But if a business cannot find a bank that will lend it money, 
it soon runs out of operating funds, and has to lay off em- 
ployees. Before long, many businesses stagnate for lack of 
working capital. This pathway is a downward spiral, and 
can lead to an economic depression. 

Holding onto a certain amount of cash, not investing 
it, is a precaution that everyone would do well to ob- 
serve. Having enough to cover 60 days worth of expenses 
is a typical choice. However, doing so has its own cost 
the value of the foregone interest that you might have 
earned 

Leverage means borrowing at one interest rate and 
investing the money at another (presumably higher) int- 
erest rate. For most people, their greatest leveraged in- 
vestment is their home mortgage. Imagine a home cost- 
ing $150,000. Let’s say you made a down payment of 
20% and borrowed 80%, so your leverage ratio is 4:1. 
You invested $30,000 and owe the bank $120,000. If 
the price of your home goes up 10% (to $165,000), the 
bank still wants the same $120,000, but your share of 
the equity rises to $45,000. Already you've “made” $15,000 
“gain” on your investment of $30,000. That’s a 50% “re 
turn.” 

The reason for all those quotation marks is because 
you haven’t actually made a gain until you sell it. And 
meanwhile, the price might go down, too, in which case 
the mortgage holder still expects to be paid; and any loss 
in equity is your problem. With leverage, you can lose just 
as fast as you once gained. 

Leverage is employed not only by homeowners, but also 
by businesses every day; stock market investors, investment 
bankers, and others all use leverage as well. In the past 
decade, some mortgage-investment firms established pack- 
ages of loans with leverage ratios of 40:1 or even 60:1. As 
long as housing prices went up, they were making money 
rapidly. Of course, “everybody knows” that housing prices 
never go down, don’t they? 

Imagine that $150,000 home-mortgage example once 
again. If you're leveraged out 40:1, that means your invest- 
ment is only about $3,700. If the price goes up a mere 3%, 
you've made $4,500 — over 100% on your investment. But 
if the price goes down only 3% (a drop of $4,500), you’ve 
lost your entire investment. 


Basically, that’s what happened in the “mortgage melt-

A gas explosion appears 
to be the cause of a mine 
fire on Monday in Preston 
County, where two min- 
ers were seriously injured 
with burns to their faces and 
arms 

A spokeswoman for 
the state Office of Miners’ 
Health, Safety and Train- 
ing says the explosion hap 
pened in the afternoon at the 
Whitetail Kittanning Mine 
The mine is operated by Al 
pha Natural Resources and 
is located in Fellowsville, 
W.Va 

Earldean Guthrie, Oak- 
land, is the step-grandmoth- 
er of one of the two miners 
injured, Thomas Rosen- 
berger, who is currently be 
ing treated at the Pittsburgh 
Burn Center 

“My dad worked in the 
mines all his life and he 
never experienced accidents 
such as these,” said Guthrie 
“It seems that there is not a 
big interest in the safety of 
the mine or the men.’

DEAR JOE: Yes, as long as the toys 
are specifically made for dogs. Chew- 
ing is an instinctive activity for dogs 
that keeps their teeth and jaws healthy 
and strong. For puppies, chewing not 
only helps them develop properly, but 
it also eases the discomfor of 
teething 

A dog will chew on anything that 
looks chewable — as many a dog 
owner has ruefully discovered after 
finding a favorite pair of shoes in 
shreds. So keeping many safe chew 
toys within the dog's reach, and fea- 
turing chew toys and tug ropes (thick, 
braided short ropes you can hang onto 
while the dog pulls at the other end) 
during play and training will help ease 
that urge to chew on everything. 

Safe chew toys do not shred or shat- 
ter when a dog sinks his teeth into 
them —g.something you don’t want to 
happen, as shards ‘ean’cut-a dog's 
gums, ‘and swalloWing debris can 
cause serious health problems. So 
owners should buy only approved 
toys that are appropriate for their 
dog's age and size. A Great Dane 
shouldn't be chewing on a toy sized 
for a Chihuahua, and likewise, a toy 
poodle might have trouble gnawing 
on a toy sized for a Doberman 

Remember also that owners (and 
those who will have dogs coming over 
to visit) should put away any objects 
they don't want chewed. Shoes, chil- 
dren's toys. plants, newspapers — 
you name it — should be placed in a 
room or closet that can’t be accessed 
by the dog. A floor clear of everything 
but a few strategically placed chew 
toys is ideal.

Medbank Able To 
Assist Residents 
With Prescriptions 

Medbank may be able 
to assist Garrett County 
residents who are chroni- 
cally ill and require daily 
medications but do not 
have prescription coverage 
through private insurance 
or Medicaid, according to a 
spokesperson for the Garrett 
County Health Department 
These people may qualify 
for assistance through the 
Garrett County Medbank 
Program. 

To participate in the pro- 
gram, a person must first 
meet the financial guidelines 
set by each pharmaceutical 
company. 

“On behalf of low in 
come, uninsured, or under 
insured patients, we apply 
to drug manufacturers to 
obtain medications at no or 
low cost to the patient,” said 
Angela Lucas, Medbank co 
ordinator for the Garrett 
County Health Department's 
Adult Evaluation and Re 
view Services (AERS). The 
drug companies determine 
final eligibility based on in 
come and asset information 
provided 

Referrals are accepted 
from the individual, physi 
cian, or concerned agency 
representative. AERS per 
sonnel then visit the appli 
cant to determine eligibil 
ity for Medbank, as well as 
other community programs 
Applicants will be required 
to submit detailed income 
and asset information for the 
household and must supply 
documentation to Medbank 
along with prescription in 
formation 

The Medbank coordina 
tor manages the application 
which includes a 
financial needs question 
When a physician's 


proc ess, 


naire 
signature is needed, the ap 
plication will be forwarded 
to the physician's office and 
then mailed to the phar 
maceutical company along 
with the prescription. The 
total process takes from six 
to eight weeks.

Man Charged With 
Multiple Crimes 
Involving Juveniles 


An Oakland man was 
arrested on numerous charg- 
es involving two juvenile 
females after detectives 
with the Garrett Bureau of 
Investigation served an ar- 
rest warrant on him this 
week. 

Jackie Garland Friend, 
50, is charged with one 
count of third degree sex 
offense, two counts of sell- 
ing/furnishing alcohol to 
a minor, three counts of 
contributing to the condi- 
tion of a minor, and one 
count of second degree as- 
sault. Friend was already 
in the Garrett County De- 
tention Center stemming 
from a traffic and drug arrest 
that occurred on Nov. 9. 

The traffic arrest was the 
result of a motor vehicle 
accident, in which two fe- 
males, one 14 years old and 
one 13 years old, were pas- 
sengers in Friend’s vehicle. 
Statements by the females 
revealed that Friend had al- 
legedly provided alcohol to 
them on the day of the ac- 
cident. They later disclosed 
to detectives that they were 
allegedly sexually assaulted 
by Friend. Investigation re- 
sulted in the disclosure that 
one sex offense reportedly 
had occurred approximately 
two years ago. The victim at 
the time of the offense was 
12 years old.

Garrett County A warded $ 744,955 
Grant To Improve Major Intersection 


The Appalachian Re- 
gional Commission (ARC) 
has awarded Garrett County 
a $744,955 grant to make 
intersection improvements 
and realign a section of 
Glendale Road at U.S. Rt. 
219 (Garrett Highway) 
in the Deep Creek Lake 
area, Senators Ben Cardin 
and Barbara Mikulski an- 
nounced Monday. 

The project will expand 
access to Glendale Road and 
Rt. 219 for new businesses. 

“ARC grants provide im- 
portant funding to stimulate 
economic development and 
growth and greater employ- 
ment opportunities,” said 
Cardin. “The Glendale 
Road/Rt. 219 intersection 
is a heavily traveled corri 
dor in the Deep Creek area 
and needs significant safety 
upgrades and improvements 
for commercial access.” 

The Deep Creek Lake 
area is the “cornerstone” of 
Garrett County’s tourism 
and economic center, and 
it is expected that the im 
provements will result in up 
to 200 new jobs, according 
to Cardin. 

Garrett County will pro- 


vide $187,045 to the project 
which will cost a total of 
$932,000. Design plans are 
expected to begin immedi 
ately and construction is 
expected to begin in 2009. 

The Maryland State 
Highway Administration 
will administer the project, 
and the Federal Highway 
Administration will serve as 
the basic federal agency for 
the project. 

“By relieving traffic con- 
gestion on crowded Glen- 
dale Road, this grant will 
help Garrett County resi- 
dents and visitors get to 
where they need to go fast- 
er,” said Mikulski. “As the 
Deep Creek Lake area con 
tinues to grow and attract 
new businesses, I will keep 
fighting for a transportation 
system that gets Maryland- 
ers to their jobs, delivers 
goods to the marketplace 
and reduces traffic on our 
roads and highways.”

Swanton, 476 votes for the 
referendum/421 against; 
Sang Run, 568/425; East 
Oakland, 540/507; and 
Finzel 339/244. 

Voting results in other 
election districts is as fol- 
lows: Friendsville, 321 
for/372 against; Grants- 
ville/Jennings, 605/721; 
Bloomington, 146/184; 
Accident, 391/417; Ryan’s 


Glade/Red House, 254/365; 
Deer Park, 392/431; Bit- 
tinger, 143/214; Kitzmiller, 
81/173; West Oakland/ 
Crellin, 905/990; and Mtn. 
Lake Park, 599/837 

Overall, 47.76 percent of 
voters were for the referen- 
dum, while 52.24 percent 
were against. 

Two of Garrett County’s 
19 precincts, Avilton and 
the Elbow, did not have the 
local referendum on their 
ballots. Voters in those areas 
approved Sunday alcohol 
sales in 1996 

Garrett County Board 
of Elections judges began 
counting more than 1,000 
absentee ballots last Thurs 
day, and provisional bal 
lots were to be counted on 
Monday. A final canvassing 
of absentee and provisional 
ballots is scheduled for to- 
morrow.

Despite its name, ear wax (or cerumen) is a 
mixture of secretions from the outer ear that 
works as a self-cleaning agent with lubricating 
and anti-bacterial properties that protect the 
ear.
